REPORT. 

To his Excellency Iron Chukchill, Baron Wimborne, 

Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 

May it please your Excellency, 

WE, the Boundary Commissioners appointed on the 26th October last to detei'inine 
for the pui-poses of the Representation of the People Bill now before Parliament, the 
distribution of members as between counties and boroughs in Ireland, and the boun- 
daries of such counties and boroughs and of the divisions thereof, submit to your 
Excellency this our Report. A copy of the Warrant of our Appointment, to which are 
appended the Instructions in accordance w’ith which our dirties were to be carried out 
will be found in the Appendix. ’ 

Basis of Redistribution. 

At the outset of our work we examined carefully the statistical and other material 
relating to the whole of the parliamentary constituencies in Ireland, using for this 
purpose the published reports of the Census Commissioners of 1911, the published 
^®gistrar-General for Ireland, and maps showing the various ai-eas into 
which Ireland is divided for parliamentary and local government purposes. 

We found considerable disparities in the population and representation of certain 
eomstituencies. The population per member according to the census of 1911 in the 
SIX cases which showed the greatest divergencies is as follows : —

The general rule numbered 1 in our Instructions bound us to the observance of two 
conditions : first, that the representation of Ireland in the House of Commons should 
(apart^ from University representation) remain at 101 ; and, secondly, that any redis- 
tiibution which we might effect should preserve the system of territorial repre.sentation 
1^' counties and boroughs. In order, therefore, to give effect as far as practicable to 
the pnnciple of “one vote, one value,” and at the same time to comply with these 
conditK^s, it was necessary for us to adopt a standard unit of population. We are 
aware that in Great Britain the determinations of the Boundary Commissioners for the 
purposes of the Representation of the People Bill were based on estimates, which had 
previously been published in the annual reports of the Regi.strar-Generals for England 
and Wales and Scotland respectively, of the population in the middle of the year 1914 
of the several counties and boroughs. We are informed that there are no similar 
estimates available for counties and boroughs in Ireland, apart from those set out in 
column 3 of the following table : —

The estimated increases in Belfast, Dublin, and Londonderry, shown in column 4 
of the table, are not, as wdR be seen later, large enough to affect representation ; and 
(0 775) j^2 
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the estimated decrease in the remainder of Ireland has not been sub-divided between 
the several constituencies. In these circumstances, the population we have had regard 
to is, in every case, population as enumerated at the census of 1911. Wc have 
ascertained, in connection with this matter, that thei’e has been no transfer of popula- 
tion from one local administrative area to another, since the year 1911, which it is 
necessary for us to take into account. 

As shown in the foregoing table, the population of Ireland, according to the 
census for 1911, is 4,390,219. This, with a total representation of 101 members, 
would give in round figures an average population of -13,000 per member, and we 
decided to adopt this as the standard unit of population. Such a figure, however, 
if rigidly adhered to, would, in our opinion, have been productive of hardship, and 
have involved such a disturbance in existing arrangements as seemed to us neither 
necessary nor desirable for the purpose of our Instructions. 

We accordingly thought it desirable to adopt a modification of this standard in order 
to provide some measure of elasticity ; and, following the precedent laid down in the 
general rules recommended by the Speaker’s Conference for Great Britain and subse- 
quently approved by the House of Commons for ihe purposes of the Bill, we decided to 
take a lower figure, viz., 30,000, as that which should entitle a county or borough to 
retain separate representation. On the same grounds we decided that counties and 
boroughs with a population of not less than 73,000 {i.e., 43,000 + 30,000) should be 
given, or be regarded as entitled to retain, two members, and that, as regards counties 
with a population of over 73,000, a member should be retained or given for each 
complete multiple of 43,000, and an additional memljer for any remainder of not 
less than 30,000. The ratio between these units of 43,000 and 30,000 corresponds 
very nearly to the ratio between the units of 70,000 and 50,000 laid down in the 
general niles above referred to as adopted for Great Britain. 

In framing our determinations we have adopted the foregoing figures. 


In the application of these figui’es as a basis of redistribution we found that 
the following parliamentary boroughs would cease to have separate representation : —

None of the other Parliamentary Boroughs are affected by the basis we have 
adopted except Dublin and Belfast. These two Parliamentary Boroughs, if made 
co-extensive with the Municipal and County Boroughs, are entitled, on the basis 
already mentioned, to additional members, as indicated in the following table

^ As will be seen from the foregoing tables, the strict application of this arithmetical 
basis would have resulted in certain areas gaining eleven seats, and in certain others 
losing seventeen. We found ourselves accordingly in a position to restore six membei^s 
to the areas which would, as it seems to us, suffer special hardship under the rule. 
After a careful examination of the available statistics as to the population and size of 
the several areas, and of the other material before us, we detennined that the following 
counties should retain their present number of members. In some of them, as will be 
seen, the defect in the population, i.e., the margin between the actual population and 
the population which on om- basis would entitle them to retain their present number of 
members, is comparatively small, whilst, in some, the size of the county and its 
physical configuration seemed to us to entitle it to special consideration.

On a considm-ation of the foregoing results we arrived at certain provisional 
detenmnations, which we caused to be publicly notified by advertisement in the Press 
and otherwise, with an intimation that objections to, and proposals for, the alteration 
01 those determinations would be considered by us. 

In tlie folimving cases, where we proposed to alter the divisions of counties and 
boroughs, we decided to hold local Inquiries, viz., in the counties of Down, Dublin 
Dalway, luJkemiy, lyrone, and Waterford, and in the cities of Dublin and Belfast 
As regards the other counti es ailected by our proposals, in which there was no alteration

in Ireland shall remain unchanged. 

2. In assigning members regard shall be had to the population and size of the 

constituencies. 

3. Existing constituencies and the boundaries thereof shall not be altered except so 

far as appears to the Commissioners to be necessary or desirable for the purpose 
of these instructions.
